Repository for Early and Unusual Containers and Apparatus

DISA Shows Collection in October 


The Dairy Industries Supply Asso- 
ciation is also giving impetus to the 
expansion of the Gwinn collection by 
making arrangements to exhibit many 
of the pieces in the giant Dairy Indus- 
tries Exposition in Atlantic City dur- 
ing the last week of October this year. 
No display of its kind so extensive 
will ever have been included before 
in a dairy industrial show. Wooden 
churns and old containers, side by 
side with gleaming enamel and stain- 
less steel, will be a reminder of the 
swift and continuously forward-mov- 
ing pace of dairy enterprise. 

Mr. Gwinn, who started in the milk 
business by scrubbing milk cans for a 
company in Atlanta, Georgia, is the 


son of Congressman Ralph Gwinn (R. 
New York). While in Atlanta, he 
started his collection with a rare col- 
lector’s item —. a specimen of the 
world’s first commercial glass milk 
bottle. This bottle, the whereabouts of 
only two other specimens of which 
are known, was offered to the present 
owner by a farmer in Georgia. The 
earliest eontainer was called, not a 
bottle, but a “milk protector” and 
was invented by Dr. Harvey D. 
Thatcher of Potsdam, N. Y. The origi- 
nal patent was allowed in 1884, almost 
thirty years after Louis Pasteur re- 
ported to the Scientific Society at 
Lille, France, that heating would 
postpone souring of milk, but several 
years before commercial pasteuriza- 
tion was introduced. The “milk pro- 
tectors” were made commercially the 
year they were patented and were 
first used by a dairyman named Wil- 
cox at Ogdensburg, N. Y. That original 
bottle resembles the present standard 
U. S. glass bottle in shape but instead 
of a paper cap or stopper, it had a 
glass stopper held in place by a wire 
yoke similar to those used in Mason 
jars. The design of a farmer milking 
a cow was blown into the glass. (See 
illus.) A contemporaneous milk dealer 
is reported to have said: “I don’t 
think the glass bottle will ever be a 
success. You know the customer can 
see the cream line on the milk and 
that is a dead give away on the 
milkman!” 


Primitive Equipment Still Used 


” 
David Gwinn points out to those 
who view his collection that as far 
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back as 6,000 years ago, on the fertile 
plains between the Tigris and the 
Euphrates, milk was produced and 
processed for the benefit of man. It 
then took several days to churn only 
as large a batch of butter as can now 
be churned from cream in 45 minutes, 
and many a cow now yields more milk 
in a fortnight than its ancestors pro- 
duced then in a whole year. 


However, for many centuries the 
equipment used in the dairy field re- 
mained relatively primitive, as may 
be seen in numbers of the museum 
samples collected by Mr. Gwinn. Be- 
ginning only at about the turn of 
this century, did generally radical 
changes take place in the types of 
equipment used in the production, 
processing and marketing of milk. 
Even today, many crude instruments 
and primitive handling methods are 
still used in less developed areas of 
the world, or in rural areas of even 
some highly developed and indus- 
trialized countries. 


Mr. Gwinn recently took a trip to 
England to report on the British dairy 
situation, and driving through the 
English countryside, saw pony carts 
hauling raw, unrefrigerated milk in 
huge brass-trimmed cans. The milk is 
poured from a faucet at the bottom 
of such a can and peddled to the 
housewife without benefit of pasteuri- 
zation. The dairy peddler carries with 
him several sizes of measuring con- 
tainer to enable him to pour out the 
exact needs of his customers, who 
supply their own containers. 


Mr. Gwinn secured for his collection 
four different sizes of brass-trimmed 
containers that have been used for 
centuries in England and are still in 
use today. The owner of the Cow and 
Gate Dairies of London, Col. Valder 
Gates, gave him an antique 17 gallon 
milk can as a parting gift to take 
home to America. It is a huge steel 
vessel holding 21% American gallons. 
Filled with milk, it weighs well over 
200 pounds. Comparing it to the 
American milk can with a capacity of 
5 or 10 gallons, Mr. Gwinn said: “It 
feels as if it weighs a ton to begin 
with, and I cannot imagine any one 
man handling it when it is filled with 
milk.”

Churns, Discovery of Butter 


One of the most interesting items 
in the collection is an uncommon type 
of rocking butter churn, found in the 
vicinity of Ephrata, Penna., and dating 
back to 1820. (see cover illus.) It is 
built on a base like that of a rocking 
chair or a baby’s cradle. Four wooden 
paddles on the inside beat the milk 
to and fro as the churn is rocked with 
foot or hand. Buttermilk is poured off 
through a tap in the base of the body. 
This type of equipment permitted the 
farmer’s wife to be seated while 
operating the churn and allowed full 
use of the hands for knitting or per- 
forming other chores. Equally in- 
triguing although not so rare are two 
circular churns operated by crank. 
Primitive as these are, they incorpor- 
ate the principle of rotation used in 
high-powered 1,000 pound revolving 
metal churns that are in production 
use today. 


The discovery of butter, according 
to legend, occurred when a horseman 
galloped across the plains of Central 
Asia with a pouch of sour milk tied 
to his saddle. On dismounting after a 
long, rough, hot ride, he opened the 
goatskin to slake his thirst, and was 
dismayed to find that the sour milk 
had turned to a yellow and white 
mass. It had been churned into butter. 
It is said that as late as 1887 in Ar- 
gentina, skins filled with milk were 
tied on horseback and taken to the 
city. By the time a rider arrived at 
his destination, the butter was churned 
and was ready for delivery. In 
Mesopotamia today natives still make 
butter by shaking sour milk in a 
goatskin as their ancestors did 4,000 
years ago. It is more interesting to 
learn that many of the pieces in the 
Gwinn collection, primitive as they 
appear, are still in use today in many 
parts of the world. 


Rare Collectors’ Items 


Among the earliest pieces in the 
collection are two silver baby’s bottle 
nipples, probably made in Philadel- 
phia, toward the end of the 18th 
century. The nipples are equipped 


with a hollow silver shaft. The bottle

Collecting Pattern Glass 


Part Il

merits of collecting three flint 

glass patterns which were pro- 
duced, respectively, from the 1840's 
until the early 1860's. 

After the Civil War, it was dis- 
covered that lime could be utilized 
instead of the more expensive lead, 
in making pressed glass. The cheaper 
substitute produced glass which was 
lighter in weight and yet had the 
sheen of the earlier ware. While the 
fine bell-tone of the heavy lead-flint 
metal was gone, the new glass was 
less susceptible to breakage. The 
numerous factories in the Midwest, 
particularly those in the Pittsburgh 
area, went into full scale production 
in the cheaper lime glass, thereby 
giving New England deadly compe- 
tition. 

Among the many patterns de- 
veloped from the late 1860’s were 
those illustrated this month: Loop and 
Dart, Leaf and Dart, and Windflower. 
These earlier pressed designs follow- 
ing the lead-flint types, were made in 
clear glass but were followed within 
a decade by such popular patterns in 
colors as Wildflower, Thousand Eye, 
Fine Cut, Three Panel, and Rose in 
Snow. 

The first goblet at the left in the 
illustration is known as Loop and 
Dart. It is one of a series of similar 
designs, the others being Loop and 
Dart with Diamond Ornament, Loop 
and Dart with Round ornament, and 
Leaf and Dart. While fragments of 
Loop and Dart were unearthed at 
Sandwich, it is doubtful if much, or 
indeed any, of the pattern was pro- 
duced there. The design is illustrated 
in a catalogue in my possession of 
Richards & Hartley of Tarentum, Pa., 
which was one of the factories in what 
was known as “the old Pittsburgh 
glass district.” 

After the advent of Early American 
Pressed Glass in 1931, when the new 
thrill of collecting sets of pattern glass 
tableware swept the country, certain 


AST month we discussed the 


designs became so popular that the 
inevitable happened — scarcity and 
higher prices. There was no more 
merit in the patterns that found sud- 
den favor than in scores’ of others 
which passed almost unnoticed, such 
as the three being considered now. In 
point of good design and form, as 
much can be said for any one of the 
three goblets pictured as for Rose in 
Snow or Wildflower or any of the 
others which were almost imme- 
diately numbered among the ten most 
popular patterns. 

The lack of popularity of any pat- 
tern has its advantages because little 
demand keeps prices down. Loop and 
Dart goblets may be purchased in 
many shops at anywhere from $2.50 
to $3.00.-There are the usual number 
of pieces to be had, including footed 
tumblers, which are utilized so nicely 
for iced tea, lemonade or other bever- 
ages. Almost any of the tableware 
may be located without too much 
difficulty. The six-inch plate is an 
exception. Many other plates combine 
well, such as the seveninch or ten- 
inch Arched Leaf. The celery holders 
are particularly attractive for flowers. 
Egg cups filled with orange juice or 
tomato juice lend a festive touch to 
the breakfast table. 

The Leaf and Dart goblet is illus- 
trated in the center of the group. 
This design is also shown in my 
Richards & Hartley catalogue, listed 
as their “Pride pattern.” Many of the 
old patterns appear in these trade 
catalogues under line numbers, par- 
ticularly during the highly commer- 
cial, competitive era in pressed glass 
tableware which developed after the 
Civil War. 

Curiously, almost the same forms 
follow through all this series, even 
though all the variations were not 
made by the same factories. Plates 
have not been noted in Leaf and Dart 
and compotes are extremely scarce. A 
rarity is the covered salt, which looks 
a great deal like a miniature sugar

bicycles you used to have when 

you were in the twenties and 
sparking your Lady Love? You, being 
bold, courageous and protective, — 
dressed in a dashing plaid ensemble 
of knickers and jacket, with a visored 
cap—did the steering and sat on the 
front saddle while the little woman, 
attired in the latest style bicycle 
bloomers which kept getting caught 
in the chain and exposing her ankles 
(the hussy) sat on the rear saddle? 
You told her exactly how to pump 
the peddles before starting off. She 
seemed to get it coyly through her 
head that she was supposed to push 
one foot, then the other, when you 
did, — and she did — if she saw you 
looking back at the rear peddles. 
When you caught up with some of 
the other tandems she wasn’t so coy, 
however, or such a lazy drip if there 
was a chance of a race. 

That was about fifty years ago, 
when my Pa was courting my Ma, and 
they were members of a bicycle club 
which included the famous “Heavenly 
Twins”, two sisters who would race at 
the drop of a hat (and usually win) 
while the rest of the club moseyed 
along the Coney Island bicycle path 
singing “By The Light of The Silvery 
Moon” to the accompaniment of an 
autoharp.

collector was advised to turn fur- 

niture upside down and examine 
the construction, in his search for 
indications of age. Be sure not to over- 
look the backs of drawer fronts, and 
the hinges. The handles and es- 
cutcheons left their marks on these 
drawer fronts, and a careful study, 
accompanied by a knowledge of what 
to look for, might furnish the deciding 
clue in identifying the genuinely old 
from the reproduction. 

It probably would be safe to say 
that prior to the Revolution the 
brasses used on the furniture of the 
American Colonists were imported 
from England. Almost invariably these 
were made of a light colored brass. 
The alloy used in these early brasses 
had a low copper content, but were 
high in zine and tin. When polished 
they possessed none of the deep 
golden color of the modern brass 
which contains a large percentage of 
copper. 

It is always satisfying to find a 
piece of furniture still carrying original 
brasses. But this is the unusual rather 
than the common experience. Many 
of these original handles and es- 
cutcheons were not sturdy enough for 
the piece of furniture thus adorned. 
They were fastened to the drawer 
fronts, sometimes by threaded brass 
bolts held in place by nuts, either 
round, square, or hexagonal. Some- 
times by cotter pins clinched into the 
wood on the inside of the drawer. Had 
they been of heavier build, there 
would be more of the originals today. 

The sizes and shapes of these 
handles differed, and often in replac- 
ing a set of brasses, it was necessary 


|: closing last month’s article, the 


to drill a second set of holes. In a few 
more years, perhaps, it would be 
necessary again to replace the brasses. 
And again a new set of holes might 
have been drilled. After many years, 
this piece of furniture, which had 
started out so elegantly, might be 
found with only a modern turned 
knob, or an iron knob from the local 
hardware store. However, the evidence 
of the many changes will be there, 
and by-examining the backs of the 
drawer fronts it will help the collector 
to determine whether the piece is old 
or a reproduction, and also to deter- 
mine if the handles are of the same 
type as the original. 

If the piece is old, no doubt the 
collector would like to have it 
equipped with brasses as nearly re- 
sembling the original as _ possible. 
There are many reliable dealers in 
authentic reproductions of old hard- 
ware and brasses. By measuring from 
center to center, the set of holes one 
wishes to use, he can, with the aid 
of one of these dealers, select the 
style and size most nearly matching 
the original. 

The subject of correct brasses—that 
is, the design, size, type, etc., is too

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great to try to cover in a short article. 
However, there are a few pointers to 
keep in mind for guidance in making 
a selection. It is difficult to say exactly 
when brasses first came into use on 
American furniture, but it is generally 
believed that the finer and more im- 
portant pieces made after 1690, carried 
brass handles and often keyhole es- 
cutcheons. From that date to the very 
early 1700’s the drawer pulls were of 
the single drop type and fastened by 
a cotter pin. Keyhole escutcheons were 
fastened with tiny brass or iron nails. 
Handles and escutcheons did not al- 
ways match. Much of the furniture of 
this period had trumpet-turned legs, 
and with its decline, around 1720, 
symmetrical vase-shaped turnings 
were used. This period called for the 
bail-type handles, lightly constructed, 
with a back plate, either plain or 
carrying some decoration. They were 
not pierced. These early brasses were 
cast and often show file marks on the 
edges where the unevenness, due to 
the casting, was removed. The orna- 
mentation of these early pieces, 
erroneously called “engraving”, was 
not done with an engraving tool, but 
with small metal punches with de- 
signs in raised metal on the ends.

These simple designs came in many 
varieties; rows of dots, bars of dots, 
circles, diamonds and many others. 
They were stamped on the flat brass 
plate by striking the opposite end of 
the punch with a hammer. 

Original brasses with original brass 
cotter pins are almost impossible to 
find, because the brass pins were too 
weak to withstand the strains of many 
years’ use. In pieces found today with 
the original cotter-pin brasses, the 
brass cotter pins have been replaced 
with iron pins. 

As the years progressed, bail-handle 
brasses, fastened by cotter pins to the 
flat back-plate, engraved or plain, 
gradually gave way to heavier types, 
and the type used on Chippendale 
furniture became the predominating 
style. Early in the 1800’s came the 
blown or pressed glass handles, fre- 
quently of Sandwich glass. The fruit- 
carved wooden handles are associated 
with the Victorian era. 


All these rules are flexible. Perhaps 
a community far off the beaten paths 
of early transportation had a stock of 
brasses not of the “latest trend”. 
These might be used on later pieces 
and could be misleading to the pur- 
chaser. Only by a study of the cumu- 
lative methods of checking, can the 
collector place his cherished piece in 
an approximate period. Without posi- 
tive proof one could never definitely 
date the antique. But he would be able 
to determine an original from a copy. 
On the more primitive pieces, or on 
furniture made after 1840, the turned 


wooden handle described in an earlier 
article, is more prevalent. However, 
turned wooden handles were also used 
on some pieces of the 17th century.

Hinges play an important part in 
this cumulative method of checking 
age. The earliest type is the butterfly 
hinge, and is not commonly found. If 
the collector is fortunate enough to 
acquire such a piece, it is fairly safe 
to say it was made in the very early 
1700's. These hinges were made of iron 
in a variety of sizes. The spread ends 
were much thinner than the center 
section. We were fortunate in finding 
an old pine sea chest equipped with 
butterfly hinges. When we acquired it 
the hinges were fastened with old 
screws instead of the customary hand- 
wrought nails, but the clinch marks 
prove these to be the original hinges. 
They had simply been moved when 
the soft pine gave way. On the ends 
of this chest are bail-handle brasses, 
fastened with iron cotter pins, clinched 
on the inside. 

Immediately following the butter- 
fly hinge was the table-hinge, hand- 
forged and rectangular. These were 
made in a double pattern—each end 
section folded over a pin and doubled 
back upon itself, and firmly welded. 
This process of welding and hammer- 
ing made the edges of the hinge thin 
out, but the rectangular form still was 
preserved. It was usually fastened 
with square-end wood screws, counter 
sunk; meaning the screw hole was 
reamed so the screw was flush with 
the surface of the hinge. This type of 
hinge was used from about 1725 
through the 19th century, becoming 
progressively refined and exhibiting 
less handwork as the years went on. 

During the 18th century and early 
19th, the H and HL hinges were used, 
mostly on cupboard doors. Hammer 
marks frequently were visible since 
the hinges were hand-forged. Penn- 
sylvania and New York cupboards 
usually were equipped with the rat- 
tail hinge. These were fastened either 
with rivets over iron washers on the 
backs of the door, or with hand-forged 
nails. Strap-hinges also were used on 
cupboard doors, but were not as 
popular as the H or HL. More often 
they are found on chests with lifting 
tops. 

All these early hinges were hand- 
forged and often carry on their sur- 
faces, broad marks of the hammer 
from the hand-forging process. These 
marks were not intended for ornamen- 
tation. In an attempt to reproduce 
these hinges, some clumsy specimens 
have been turned out, with thick 
edges and their surfaces peppered 
with marks and dents from the 
hammer. Or the reproduction may 
have only a few scattered marks 
from a ball-peen hammer. But they 
are all heavy and should not be hard 
to distinguish from the genuine 
hand-forged hinges of Colonial 
days.

Y book, “Price List of Occupa- 
M tional and Society Emblem 

Shaving Mugs”, should be out 
by Christmas. Written about a year 
ago, and revised before printing, it 
will be an up-to-date account of 
present values. The prices listed for 
each mug will be about right because 
the collectors will think they are 
slightly too high while the dealers will 
think they are slightly too low. I will 
probably receive some letters to this 
effect from both sides of the fence. 
If so, I will know that my calculations 
were correct. 

The book illustrates many rare and 
fine occupational and emblem mugs 
with close-up photographs. There was 
a problem involved in photographing 
them because some designs do not 
show up in detail in a picture. Thus, 
choice of mugs had to be made both 
from the standpoint of subject and 
photographic posibility. 

The long list of occupational and 
society emblem mugs is a “list to end 
all lists”. In preparing it during the 
summer of 1947, I had to compare 
about one hundred complete lists in 
as many old barber supply company 
catalogues, resulting in a composite 
list of great length. Opposite each 
such mug, the reader will find a code 
letter which will designate the price 
value upon consulting a chart at the 
front. After the list was finished, I 
prepared a shorter list of shaving 
mugs that resemble the occupational 
variety so closely that it is impossible 
sometimes to give a verdict by pre-

Part VI 
What Determines Value? 


HY are some antique firearms 
VV so much more valuable than 

others and why do some speci- 
mens by the same maker sell for 
higher prices than others? These are 
some of the questions that must arise 
in the minds of beginning collectors, 
and the purpose of this article is to 
try at least in part to answer them. 

Three factors enter into the deter- 
mination of antique firearms values, 
namely: Demand, Rarity and Condi- 
tion. As to the first, demand explains 
why the Colt line of percussion re- 
volvers is comparatively higher in 
price than most others of this type. 
The glamor attached to the Colt name, 
and the fact that many of the leading 
collectors specialize in Colts, have 
helped to bring about the great de- 
mand for these arms. Then too, many 
books and articles in recent years 
about the Colt arms have helped to 
glamorize these weapons and increase 
their value. There are firearms much 
rarer than certain Colt models that 
have never been written about to any 
extent, and, consequently, they are 
not so much in demand and bring 
much lower prices. In general, there 
is more demand for military types of 
firearms, partly because many ardent 
collectors are, or have been, members 
of our armed forces, and they incline 
toward specializing in this type of 
arm, Shoulder arms — muskets, Ken- 
tucky rifles, etc. — while making ex- 
cellent display weapons, take up con- 
siderable space, and the collector who 
has little spare room in his home, is 
more likely to collect pistols and re- 
volvers. 

Rarity, in general, does greatly in- 
fluence the price at which antique 
firearms sell, although as explained 
previously, there must also be demand 
for a particular arm to cause it to sell 
in the higher brackets. The famed 
Whitneyville Walker Colt and the Colt 
Paterson models, good specimens of 
which have brought well over a 
thousand dollars in recent years, are 
luxuries available only to the very 
wealthy collector, and the principal 
reason they are soaring in the price 
stratosphere is their unquestioned 
rarity; however, there are other arms 
fully as rare, or rarer, that sell for 
much less than the above simply be- 
cause not enough collectors are in- 
terested in these to cause price in- 
flation. 


Condition, as pertains to old guns, 
is perhaps more important than in 
most other lines of antiques. And it is 
here that the beginning collector may 
come to grief. The more nearly new a 
particular specimen is, the higher 
price it will command. New or 
“factory” condition is, of course, most 
desirable. It is advisable to attempt 
to get all arms in “Very Good” to

cork was run up the shaft and twisted 
on to a silver wire, then inserted into 
the glass bottle. One of the bottles 
now holding a silver nipple is in the 
form of a nursemaid carrying a large 
bag. (see illus.) 


One of Mr. Gwinn’s favorite pieces 
is a two-layer milking stool purchased 
in Maine and made well over one 
hundred years ago. The upper layer is 
cut out in a semi-circle to permit a 
milk pail to rest on the layer below. 
It is a very rare collector’s item. (see 
cover illus.) 


An extremely wide variety of milk 
bottles, both quaint and unique, of 
every size and shape, and from many 
foreign lands, now fill a glass cabinet 
as a part of the collection. Notable 
among these is the first square milk 
bottle, manufactured about 50 years 
ago, then discarded. Today the square 


milk bottle is welcomed for its com- . 


pact storage qualities in home re- 
frigerators. Equipped with a rubber 
and porcelain stopper, a tall slender 
bottle of pint capacity, which gives 
the illusion of holding much more, 
comes from England, where a large 
percentage of the milk is sterilized 
rather than pasteurized. There is a 
milk-glass bottle from a Viennese 
dairy, since bombed out by the war; 
a gracefully curved cream bottle from 
Stockholm; a blue colored glass milk 
bottle from Moscow; an early Ameri- 
can bottle with an indentation on the 
right side only, to indicate the cream 
line; and many other hard-to-find 
items. 


First Paper Containers 


Nearly half a century ago millions 
of dollars began to be spent by in- 
ventors and developers in efforts to 
perfect and place on the market 
variously conceived paper milk con- 
tainers. Mr. Gwinn has a specimen of 
the first paper container made in 
Philadelphia and of a half-pint paper 
container (found on his father’s farm) 
which bears a patent date of 1911. 
Early articles such as these, and the 
first square milk bottle, are “testi- 
monials to man’s initiative, his 
failures, his persistence and _ his 
eventual success,” says Mr. Gwinn. 


Expanding Collection 


A DISI spokesman has stated that 
consideration of more permanent 
quarters for this collection will no 
doubt later be involved. It is a most 
worthwhile project, and a tribute is 
due the industry that realizes the 
importance of preserving the history 
of its growth for the benefit of future 
generations.

sente. For example, those who are 
constantly drumming away on the 
text of how many of their advertisers 
they have made wealthy in their 
years of publishing.—and in a “you 
are forever indebted to me” manner. 
The basic theory of successful pub- 
lishing is simple enough. If magazine 
advertisers get no results from their 
advertising copy (and quite naturally, 
good results mean increased profits), 
then the publisher ceases to retain 
those advertisers, and in turn the 
magazine in question loses popularity, 
and eventually is forced to go out of 
business. Naturally “THE SPINNING 
WHEEL” also has assisted many in 
furthering their business ends, and if 
publication of the fact were in order, 
we would certainly display our conceit 
in print; but — because the business 
man (who is represented by the 
advertiser) has purchased these means 
of profit-making through the purchase 
of advertising space, and has paid for 
the privilege of securing better busi- 
ness profits, then as far as we are 
concerned he has met his obligations 
and if he should feel indebted to us 
for his success, it will be shown in 
many ways. There is little place for 
the “I” complex when one is rewarded 
for their efforts in cash. Too bad some 
publishers are suffering from it.

So far, we are not familiar with the 
“other” magazines who will not stand 
behind the claims of their advertisers 
and readers when a dispute arises. 
“THE SPINNING WHEEL” has acted 
as successful mediator in more than 
one case—and will continue to do so.

wanted only enough of the Barley 
pattern to set a table, and got so 
many letters I could have bought 
twice as much. Since the flood of 
letters that followed my ad, I can 


appreciate your frequent comments: 


on the editorial page about customer- 
dealer relationships. Some of the 
answers were smart, concise, business- 
like. Some were pencilled scrawls, 
scribbled on half sheets, stating “I 
have some Barley glass’”—no sizes, no 
description, some not even mention- 
ing what pieces; but after all she said 
she had some, so it was up to me to 
write back and ask what, the size, 
price, the manner of shipping, and 
everything that should have been 
mentioned in the first letter. All that 
I eventually bought was perfectly 
packed, and clean. I felt that a few 
of the packers had grasped the oppor- 
tunity to sell their waste paper and 
help out the express company, but 
after all, what is an extra dollar when 
the dish gets here whole? 

A box of five goblets arrived when 
I was in the hospital, and a very 
understanding friend brought it out to 
me and opened it by the bed. I kept 
one goblet to look at and sent the rest 
home. The nurse and I scraped up a 
very pleasant friendship over the 
whole antique business in general— 
she collects English cups and saucers. 
I have thought several times since 
that people should give a piece of 
something like this to sick folks— 
they spend more than the price on a 
bunch of flowers that the sufferer can 
only watch die.” A wholesome and 
helpful hint letter, is it not? 

And another from Indiana, though 
in a more remonstrative vein: “I have 
just finished reading the interesting 
article on page 29 of the October issue. 
In the last 6 months I have run into 
particularly bad luck with purchases 
of colored goblets, all purchased from 
ads in - magazine carrying the 
line “no reproductions”. For example, 
I purchased from at 
Ohio, a canary Strawberry and Cur- 
rant, and a canary Rose-in-Snow; 
from a shop in San Antonio, 2 blue 
wildflower. I even stated in my order 
I was only interested if the items were 
as advertised—authentic and old. 

In each case the goblets when re- 
ceived seemed too perfect and smooth. 
I complained to no one but quietly did 
some research work on my own and 
in the last few weeks have shown the 
3 goblets to dealers who happened to 
have a piece of the same pattern 
though not the same color. The com- 
parison was obvious; I also consulted 
a former buyer from Marshall Field. 
The answer in every case was the 
same: you have purchased and re- 
ceived reproductions. 

Now, I read in a reference book at 
the library that the Currant and 
Strawberry pattern was made in clear 
only. This experience has been very 
discouraging to me. I see in your

October issue, an ad by ——————- 
wherein is listed under colored glass 
items, an amber wildflower goblet at 
$4.75. If the price is indicative, I sup- 
pose that could only be a reproduction, 
too.” 

And to that last paragraph of the 
above letter—Yes, the price does seem 
drastically low — but the dealer in 
question, in addition to submitting 
and having had thoroughly investi- 
gated, three references, also subjected 
himself to the “mail fraud penalty” 
in guaranteeing everything to be old 
and authentic in the same ad. While 
on this subject, because we do know 
dealers who are fortunate enough to 
buy cheap, and fair enough to share 
the low cost with the customer, it 
presents a multiple problem when a 
price seems below par. It seems only 
right and fair to take the advertiser’s 
“word for it”, until his word is proven 
to be questionable. If a buyer can fur- 
nish us with positive proof that an 
advertiser has committed a_ willful 
misrepresentation, we deny the guilty 
party further use of the magazine, 
and moreover see that the buyer's 
complaint is fully satisfied—if not by 
the wrong-doer. then bv the publisher 
of “THE SPINNING WHEEL”. When 
an advertiser clinches a case by not 
being willing to rectifv his mistakes 
with his mail order customer, then we 
feel it only fair to turn the complete 
case history over to the postal author- 
ities for their disposition. “THE SPIN-
